With this amendment, applicants have introduced a section on page 1 of the 
specification identifying this application as a divisional of Serial No. 09/414,132, which 
has now been allowed (and for which the issue fee was paid on November 30, 2001).

1-29 are related as combination and subcombination, and without the "subcombination" 
(the catalysts of claims 1-29), claims 30-40 would recite merely a catalyst activator, which 
is not, by itself, patentable. Thus, applicants respectfully request that all pending claims 
be examined together.
